Be¬ 
nevolent-looking Doctor Neale, who seem- 
od to enjoy this exceptional occasion im¬ 
mensely, added^to the general cheerfulness 
by making a few somewhat waggish im¬ 
promptu remarks, alter Mr. Fulton was 
through, which seemed to greatly amuse 
the audience, particularly those for whom 
they were translated. 

The exercises were closed with prayer, 
but many lingered and drifted into the 
room of the association, which was not 
closed till a late hour. It was impossible, 
while fingers were moving so fast in every 
direction, to say who was deaf and dumb 
and who was not. 

One isn’t less a Yankee for not being 
born deaf, and for not Joeing able to pro¬ 
pound gimlet-hole questions in a nasa) 
voice. The assemblage was mixed, and 
one woman who stood at some distaq.ee, 
looking at me attentively, came up, en¬ 
couraged, I suppose, by the expression of 
my face, and asked me by signs, but 
rather doubtfully, if I were deaf. Dis¬ 
covering that we were affiliated in misfor- 
fortune, she asked me categorically the 
following questions, only pausing for re¬ 
plies : 

“How long have you been in Boston ?” 

“Where do you live ?” 

“What is your name ?” 

“What do you do for a living 1” 

To the last I replied that J had a sort 
of a machine for grinding out articles for 
newspapers and periodicals, and that I 
lived by the use of it. She was too simple 
to .take the statement otherwise than 
UtemWy, .and stared at me as if I had 
been the man in the $looii. But she was 
satisfied, at least, in having found out 
what I did for a living ! 

One of the topics of conversation 
among the initiated was the recent sus¬ 
pension of the Silent World, the best 
periodical publication devoted to the 
interests of the deaf and dumb that has 
ever been published in this country, or 
in any other for aught I know. It was - 
a fortnightly, in every way superior and 
worthy of encouragement, and was begun 
some two years ago by an association of 
teachers in the National Deaf and Dumb 
College, Washington, D. C. It was high- 
tonod, and the dwellers in that world 
from which it took its name should have t 
been proud of it, and have supported it. 
But will it be believed that a large 
number of them turned up their noses at 
it and called it “aristocratic,” because it 
was printed on beautiful paper, in splen¬ 
did style, while its editorials and contri¬ 
butions were written in carefully chosen 
English. 

They had several other papers, such as. 
the Deaf-Mute Advance, in winch certain 
idiomatic expressions, peculiar to the par¬ 
tially educated deaf and dumb, were freely 
allowed. These are called “deaf-mutes,” 
and I think it really is to the shame of 
those most interested that .‘they have al¬ 
lowed the most meritorious of their 
journals to die, while continuing to sup¬ 
port others far less deserving. But so 
it will be until a thorough reform in the 
education of this class take place. The 
deaf and dumb of Boston have been for 
some time pant divided into two parties. 
One would think that, considering the 
comparatively small number of them in 
that city* the “United Society” would 
answer every reasonable purpose. There 
is, however, now an attempt to organize 
a “Library Association,” the chief objec¬ 
tion to which is that it will have to be 
supported by the contributions of the 
charitable. A number of the deaf and 
dumb object to it on this score, and they 
also ask : “Why have two separate or¬ 
ganizations when one is sufficient for our 
wants ?" Therefore, the division to which 
I have alluded .—Evening Mail. 
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.in was not tar trom commencement 
when Alick went back. He had almost 
abandoned his old habit of telling us his 
plans, and so omitted to say *that he 
should not spend all the remaining time 
in college, but go again on his agency, 
selling maps and books.

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®§FMr. Martin Bothwell paid us a 
short visit last Friday, and we were 
pleased to see him so well and prosperous 
at his old trade—that of a shoe-maker, 
which he has faithfully followed since lie 
graduated, 25 years ago. 
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The Boston Society of Deaf Mutes. 
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In the silent world I How very incon¬ 
sistent is this phrase, which I have just 
used for want of a better, co signify a 
gathering of those who are naturally or 
incidentally deprived of the use of their 
ears ! They may be wholly or partially 
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deaf, but in no case are they mute, and 
the very name by which one of this class, 
who is dumb through deafness, is designa¬ 
ted, is a falsehood. Popularly he is called 
a “deuf-ww^e,” and the term is used by 
many who ought to know better. To 
be dumb is not to be mute. The human 
race is bom dumb, but not mute. Thus 
we say “a dumb infant.” But no creature 
who utters sounds, though they be inar¬ 
ticulate, can be called mute. Dumbness, 
I repeat, is the lot of the whole human 
race till they learn to make articulate 
sounds. Those who are born deaf, or who 
become so at an early age, must learn 
later than those who have the use of their 
ears. That is the great fundamental dif¬ 
ference between them and those who 
possess all the five senses. But up to 
within a short time custom has made an 
arbitrary distinction between them and 
hearing people, in never teaching them 
to speak at all, except in a few isolated 
cases. But I jfiowever* wandering 
away from my subject, /.he gist of which 
is that it is pretty and .poetical to speak 
of the deaf as mute, but .that it is not 
strictly according to the faert-s, When 1 
speak of them as living in a sfieiat world, 
I mean that they are surrounded ly si¬ 
lence, but they themselves are not silent. 1 

I propose to take you to an important 
assemblage of these people who live in 
the silent world. In Eliot street, near 
Tremont, the Young Men’s Christian 
Association has a building, and the deaf 
and dumb population of Boston, who 
Beem to be more actively gregarious than 
those of other cities, having organized 
themselves into an association which they 
call the United Society of Deaf Mutes, 
(thus accepting the name against which 
I protest!) recently engaged a room in 
this building for their social and religious 
reunions. I do not know how many 
deaf and dumb people there are in Boston; 
but there werp some eighty of them 
present on tho nij ’ 
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with weeping, Lut mother worked on till

The Hartford Courant gays : At the 
nearest recollection, the International 
Bevenue report of last year showed that 
the United States consumed about ten 
million cigars during that time. Many 
old smokers prefer the pipe to thp cigar, 
and probably as much tobacco is consum¬ 
ed in that way as in cigars. However 
out of the way numerically the previous 
statement may be, it is true that there 
are in this country 12,294 manufacturers 
of cigars aud they employ 71,491 men. 
Wherever tobacco can be raised, the farm¬ 
er finds it one of the most profitable 
crops, and consequently is very apt to 
cultivate it. Its use increases from year 
to year in a greater ratio than the popu¬ 
lation. People differ so widely as to its 
effects that is only just, whenever a can¬ 
did statement is made, of any test to give 
it publicity. Becently, at the Polytech¬ 
nic School in Paris one of the professors 
inquired into the habits of one hundred 
and sixty students there, and then made 
a comparison between their devotion to 
to study and to smoke. He found that 
one hundred and two were smokers and 
fifty-eight never used or said they, never 
used tho noxious weed. He then found 


“brand the re-opening of the slave-trade, 
under tho cover of our national flag, as a 
crime against humanity and a burning 
shame to our country and age.” It was 
the voice of a great multitude, and sound¬ 
ed back to souls still more aroused on 
hearing their own utterances. But oth¬ 
er doctrine was heard from Baltimore and 
Charleston, and the followers of this and 
the apostles of that were arrayed against 
each other in a conflict for principle, with 
words, ideas and arguments for weapons, 
and whose issue the ballot was to decide. 
The whole country was greatly agitated, 
and they were indeed apathetic who cared 
not for the result. 

It was with the former that we were 
all in sympathy. Alick early caught the 
enthusiasm and with his ready command 
of language, his quickness in seizing 
whatever could avail to please, impress or 
convince his hearers soon caught the at¬ 
tention of politicians who sent him forth 
as one of the speakers of the campaign. 
Accordingly he decided to forego any far¬ 
ther college course, and after election to 
take up the study of law in BockyBend. 
He was almost all the time away from 
home, but we frequently heard from him 
both through his letters and the newspa¬ 
pers containing Ins appointments and 
commenting on his speeches.

“When I was building my first steam¬ 
boat in New York, the project was viewed 
by the public either with indifference or 
contempt, as a visionary scheme. My 
friends, indeed, were civil, but they were 
shy ; they listened with patience to my 
explanations, but with a settled cast of 
incredulity on their countenances. As I 
had occasion to pass daily to and from 
the building-yard while my boat was in 
progress, I have often loitered, unknown, 
near the idle groups of sti*angcrs gather¬ 
ing in little circles, and heard various in¬ 
quiries as to the object of the new vehi¬ 
cle.

I am well 
aware that-there is such a thing a & respcc- 
to.hlc sin ; and it might be a good ques¬ 
tion for debate in some of our debating 
societies, whether respectable sin is. more 
dangerous than sin that is not respectable. 
That a few actors can be named who 
have been persons of ability and fair out¬ 
ward character is not denied. That 
. some plays are of a higher order than oth¬ 
ers, is freely admitted. 

Still, with every qualifying item thrown 
in, we pronounce theatres to be bad in 
their general influence. This has been 
the opinion of wise men and religious 
men in all ages. “Plays raise the pas- 
sipus, says fiaiu, "and pervert tne use 
of them, and of consequence^ are. danger-, 
ous to morality.” “The seeing of come¬ 
dies,” remarks Aristotle," aught to be for¬ 
bidden to young people, until age and 
discipline have made them proof against 
debauchery.” Tacitus states that" “the 
German women are guarded against 
danger, and preserve their purity by 
having no play-houses among them.” 
Ovid “advises the suppression of theatri¬ 
cal amusements, because they are a great 
source of corruption.” Neander suvs I 


A Festival in honor of our Lord’s 
resurrection has been observed from the 
very foundation of Christianity. A dif¬ 
ference, however, early arose as to the 
day on which the actual event of the 
resurrection should be commemorated. 

It was the custom of the Asiatic 
Christians to celebrate a Paschal Feast 
on the day of the Jewish Passover, the 
14th of the first mouth, and tho Festi¬ 
val of the Resurrection, on the 3d day 
after, on whatever day this fell. But the 
Western Christians thought the original 
days of the week must be observed, and 
the Feast of the Resurrection ought al¬ 
ways to be observed on Sunday. In 158 
Polycarp, Bishop of Smyrna, visited 
Rome to confer with Ajijcctu. : J, Iff hJioj> 
of Rome, on that question. Each re¬ 
tained his own opinion, but there was no 
breach of chanty, and Polycarp conse¬ 
crated the Holy Communion in Ani- 
cetus’s church. 

The Western custom grew in favor, 
but the Eastern churches continued their 
own practice until the Council of Nice, 
325, which established the usage of keep¬ 
ing it on the Lord’s Day alone. 

The custom of askingfor Pace (Pasche), 
eggs at Easter, seems to have arisen from 
the combination of a festive season with 
tho adoption of the emblem of resurrec¬ 
tion ; the egg being taken as the symbol 
of the resurrection, inasmuch as it con¬ 
tains the germ of a future life. 

In tho Greek Church it is common to 
use as a salutation on Easter day, tire 
words, “Jesus Christ is risen from the 
dead.” The answer is, “He is risen in¬ 
deed ” ; and in Russia this is a common 
greeting on the street between persons 
of all rank and station. 

The old custom of decorating churches 
with flowers, emblems of tho resurrec¬ 
tion, is still followed in many places. 
After the service they are sent to the

thing of course.”

The fact is, they 
can stand no examination. The actors 
themselves are admitted to bn people of 
easy virtue. AVho ever heard of a relig¬ 
ious actor ?

Why 
are the rum-shop and the theatre .side hy 
side ? The trnth is, the atmosphere is 
corrupt. Talk about theatres being an 
aid to churches ! Why, attempt to make 
them schools of morality, and those -who 
now rush to them would very soon leave 
them. The attempt has been made to 
touch them off wjth the grimes of virtue, 
but it has been confessed that there was

Her father was a distinguished clergy¬ 
man of the Church of England, and her 
life opened in that atmosphere of culture, 
convention and tradition which every¬ 
body on this side the water has glimpses 
of in the English stories and novels of 
the day. 

The small Emily soon gave evidence, 
however, of the energy and courage which 
Slave distinguished her whole career. She 
•was not more than ten years old, Avhen,

Cleaning Silk. — Use potato water 
fot all kinds and colors. Grate some 
potatoes into cold spring water, say a 
large potato to every quart of water, of 
which five or six will do for a couple of 
dresses. If for very light silk, pare the 
potatoes ; if any way dark, merely wash 
them clean.
